In Implementing 1988 Master Plan

As the next step in the 
process of implementing the 
1988 Master Plan for Roose- 
velt Center, city officials are 
looking to renovating the 
mall, the area between Cent- 
erway and the mother-and- 
child statue. Last November, 
a grant application was sub- 
mitted to the Maryland De- 
partment of Housing and 
Community Development for 
a $10,000 grant under the 
Main Street Improvement 
Program. If the city receives 
the grant, it will have to 
match the funds with an 
equal amount of city funds. 
The monies are to be used 
for the design of improve- 
ments to the Roosevelt

Green brought this grant request 


to the attention of Governor 
William Donald Schaeffer and 
expressed his support for the 
proposal. City Planning and De- 
velopment Coordinator Celia Wil- 
son is optimistic that the grant 
request will be acted upon fa- 
vorably by the state, However, 
she notes that the total amount 
of grant funds available to all 
applicants is small] and that the 
city may not receive the full 
amount requested. 


The renovation of the city 
a project currently underway, is 
expected to cost less than the

funds available for the project 
by about $100,000. The parking 
lot project was financed by a 
$350,000 Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant and $1.34 mil- 
lion in city bonds. The bond pro- 
ceeds also were used to finance 
improvements to the commercial 
center original buildings owned 
by George and Lisa Ohristacos 
and the debt is to be repaid by 
the building owners. The unspent 
funds are proposed to be used 
for the city’s matching funds to 
the grant and to accomplish the 
mall project. 
Mall Design 

How the new mall will look 
when renovated will be depend- 
ent on the result of the design 
process and designer selected. In 
its grant application, however. 
the city indicates that it is seek- 
ink a design that will carry out 
the recommendations set forth 
in the adopted Master Plan and 
Architectural Guidelines for the 
Renovation of Roosevelt Center 
which was prepared by the ar- 
ehitectural/urban planning firms 

The plan recommends design 
modifications for the mall to 
restore some of the origina] views 
out to the woods and to improve 
pedestrian circulation interrupted 
by building and parking lot ad- 
ditions. It also calls for improved 
pedestrian access to the rear 
(post office) parking lot, The 
Coffins proposed two sets of side- 
walk/stairways going at an angle 
from either side of the mall down 
the hillside to the parking lot 
and intersecting half way down 
to form what will look like a 
giant X from the air. In addition, 
paving, lighting, planting and

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GHI Board Votes to Release 


Employee Salary Information

After two years of debate by two different Boards, the 
Board of Directors of Greenbelt Homes Incorporated finally 
agreed to release salary information about its employees. 
The Board’s route to this agreement, nevertheless, involved 
three bylaw amendments and a lengthy introduction. 


The amounts of salaries of 
the general manager and all oth- 


er GHI employees shall be 
recognized as part of the data 
of the corporation in the books 
of the corporation open for in- 
gspection by GHI members during 
norma] business hours as stated 
under Article VIII, Section 6, 
open books. 


Since that time, two Boards 
have refused to disclose individ- 
ual employee salaries, other than 
that of the General Manager. 
As a result, this has become a 
very contentious issue not only 
between members of the Board, 
but between members, and be- 
tween members and the Board.” 


Approximately three months 
ago, the Board decided that a 
bylaw amendment to be voted

annual meeting was the best way 
to resolve this wage-disclosure 
issue. Unfortunately, this pro- 
eess, according to Freas, would 
entail three bylaw amendments. 


Director Carole Levin stated 
that it was irresponsible for the 
Board to require two membership 
votes on the same issue. Keith 
Jahoda unsuccessfully tried to 
convert this bylaw amendment 
to a policy statement. The bylaw 
amendment approach was. de- 
feated. After extensive discus- 
sion, Bill Phelan read the fol- 
lowing motion: “The Board of 
Directors rescinds its action of 
November 18, 1993 and instead 
that the Board of Directors pro- 
vide the members, upon request, 
the exact salaries of employees 
by position in th format similarly 
provided to the Board of Direct- 
ors on October 5, 1993.” 


Seven board members voted in 


favor of the motion. Freas, who 
as president does not vote ex- 
cept to break a tie, indicated he 
favored the motion. Board mem- 
ber Wayne Williams abstained, 
believing the motion had nothing 
to do with the motion passed by 
the membership at the last an- 
nual meeting. 


N&E Committee 


Kris White, Chair of the Nomi- 
nations and Elections Committee, 
gave several reports, including 
suggestions for those GHI mem- 
bers who are also employees. 
These included: 


(1) At meetings, staff members 
should preface their comments 
by stating, “As a staff mem-

{2) During an election, staff 
members should not distribute 
campaign literature during their 
working hours, 


(3) Staff, while on the job, 


should use discretion when dis- 
cussing candidates. 

An extensive outline entitled 
“Conducting Effective GHI Meet- 
ings: Steps to a Better Meeting” 
was submitted with little or no 
discussion, 


Otlder issues raised by the 
N & E Committee pertained to 
the annual meeting and the next 
election. The committee suggest- 
ed that assistance be available 
to members in wording or amend- 
ing motions, President Freas 
noted that a member can request 
assistance from the President or 
the Parliamentarian at any time. 


Annual Election 


The Board decided to conduct 
the next election at Greenbelt 
Elementary School following the 
annual meeting and at Green- 
belt’s Municipal Building the fol- 
lowing day. The N & E Commit- 
tee was asked to determine if 
paper ballots or voting machines 
would be used in that election. 


Absentee Ballots? 


Lastly, the N & E Committee 
submitted its final draft of the 
bylaw change regarding absentee 
ballots. This issue had been pro- 
posed at the last annual meet- 
ing. The draft proposal, to be 
voted on by members at the May 
annual meeting, reads: 

“An aibsentee ballot shall be 
provided to eligible members for 
the following reasons: religious 
beliefs, physical condition, or ab- 
sence from the city on the day 
of an election. The absentee bal- 
lot will only be used for candi- 
dates for elected office, The ab- 
sentee ballot will become avail- 
able as soon as the candidates 
have been published in the 
Greenbelt News Review. The 
Nominations and Elections Com- 
mittee shall have authority to 
grant an absentee ballot by refer- 
ence to rules established by this 
committee.” 

Rules related to absentee bal- 
lots encompassed several pages. 
Copies will be made available - 
at the annual meeting, but mem- 
bers can obtain a copy by calling 
Member Services (474-4161).

Other issues included approv- 
ing roof replacement for 185A 
Northway and approving sub- 
leasing and sub-lease extensions 
for 7-E Research, 14-S Ridge 
and 22-C Hiliside.

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Greenbelt Gardener’s Tips

The pace of the spring season quickens at last. Cheer- 
ful yellow daffodils and velvety purple crocuses are bloom- 
ing. The cold weather had held these and many other 
flowers back but a few warm days in a row should bring 


many more flowers into bloom. 


Make no mistake about it— 
the spring flowers are behind 
schedule this year, One of the 
earliest daffodils to bloom, the 
yellow “February Gold,” just 
came into bloom last week— 
_probably a record for lateness. 
The trees with a red or orange 
tinge on ‘them are maple trees 
in flower. Usually they start 
blooming in late February and 
are an early sign that spring 
is coming. It’s only lately that 
they have _ started blooming 
heavily, as hayfever sufferers 
well know. 

After a few warm days in 
a row, look for some of the small 
spring flowers, such as the rich 
‘blue glory-of-the-snow. the blue 
squills and the purple grape 
hyacynth. 

Vegetable gardeners can now 
plant seedlings of cool weather 
loving crops such as cabbage, 
broccoli, collards. Whenever the 
soil dries out enough to be crum- 
bly, not gooey, that is. 

Birds 

The birds are pairing off, find- 
ing nest sites, and establishing 
their home territories. So now 
is a good time to get birds in the 
habit of coming into your yard. 
They help your garden by eating 
insect pests and weed seeds. 

Birds need water, food, and 
shelter. The shortage of water 
is the most serious lack of our 


suburban landscape. A birdbath,. 


especially one up off the ground 
and near.a bush, will be greatly 
appreciated by .the birds. Other 
additions to your yard which can 
attract birds are bushes and bird 
houses, 

Ground Covers 

Before spring has fully arrived 
and all the plants leaf out, I 
want to mention one other type 
of evergreen plant that anyone 
ean have in their yard—ground- 
covers. These are low-growing 
plants that. planted in a mass 
create an effect similar to that 
of a grass lawn—a.mass of the 
same kind of plant creating a 
neat, uniform green area. 

Evergreen groundcovers have 
advantages over grassy lawns: 
most are easy to care for, some 
can thrive in a lot of shade, they 
can provide a neat planting in 
difficult and confined places, and 
they provide year-round. green. 
In these last leafless days of 
early spring, look around your 
neighborhood and see these neat 
patches of year-round green. 
Imagine how you could grow 
some in hard-to-mow spots such 
as around the base of trees, un- 
der shrubs, and next to walls. 
And some will thrive in a lot of 
shade which grass will not tol- 
erate, 

The three most popular ever- 
green groundcovers that seem 
to be everywhere and can take 
a lot of shade are pachysandra, 
vinca minor (periwinkle), and 
English ivy, Pachysandra ‘will 


grow quite vigorously with fer- 
tilizing, but will still survive well 
enough if neglected. Vinca minor 
pine 


has small, oval, green 






leaves and grows well, but does 
not overwhelm surrounding 
plants, Flowering bulbs and 
strong growing perennials will 
grow up through vinca, There 
are varieties of vinca with col- 
ored patches on the leaves and 
white or pink flowers. Vinca 
blooms in the spring. with peri- 
winkle ‘blue being the most com- 
mon color. 

The dark green English ivy 
is so well known that its good 
points—tough as nails and tol- 
erating full shade—are often 
overlooked. But it is a vigorous 
grower and should be cut back 
once or twice a year. And if you 
live near a park—please don’t 
grow it. There are many places 
in the city where ivy has grown 
into the park and smothered out 
natural plants. 

Two other evergreen ground- 
covers that are good but not 
quite as tough as the big three 
are ajuga and lirope, Whirls. of 
dark green or colored ajuga 
leaves spread across the ground 
to provide a tough, uniform mat. 
The small. flower spikes look 
charming with violets in a tiny 
vase or a frog vase. 

Lirope looks like a clump of 
thick-leaved grass or the house 
plant called spider plant. It is 
tough. and makes a neat edge 
along a walk. It blooms late in 
the summer and holds its berries 
long into the winter, Both ajuga 
and lirope will. take a lot of 
shade and withstand drought. 

Since  groundcovers . can... be 


planted during the next several 


veeks, I'll briefly mention some 
non-evergreen groundcovers. 

Three that will stand shade 
and will flower are phiox stol- 
onifera (spring blooming). plum- 
bago (intense blue flowers ‘in 
the’ fall— also called ceratos- 
tigma plumbaginoides), and lily- 
of-the-valley (tough as nails and 
one of the best smelling flow- 
ers). 

And two 
gardeners 


groundeovers most 
should avoid are: 
aegopodium (bishop’s goutweed) 
and creeping charlie (gill-over- 
the ground. glechoma hederacea). 

Unless you have a spot in 
which nothing seems to grow, I 
would not plant either of these 
plants, as they take over every- 
thing This is a good garden tip 
to keep in mind—ask if it’s in- 
vasive. If it is, don’t buy it or 
you'll pay the price later in hours 
of weeding.

No Development 


I wholeheartedly agree with 
the views of Alex Barnes, Jr. in 
last week’s letters. When the 
Committee to Save the Green 
Belt (CSGB) was formed. it was 
to try to rescue Parcels 1 and 2 
from development which would 
have devastated the last little 
bit of wildlife and forest remain- 
ing in the Greenbelt area. 

OCSGB was guided by an un- 
speken principle: that wild areas 
don’t really “belong” to anybody 
except the life that exists there. 
However, we knew that legally 
the city had to buy it so that 
it would not be exploited. 

I fee] it is a big mistake for 
the city to think that we should 
start developing Parcels 1 and 2 
just because we now “own” them. 
This precious bit of wilderness 
should be preserved as just that: 
wilderness, People ought not to 
feel that they are entitled to 


_€asy access through a wild area 


just because they legally own 
it. We should have the grace 
to appreciate that. the beauty of 
this land lies in the fact that it 
is undisturbed, and to just leave 
it as it is. 

It has been argued that “peo- 
ple are part of nature” and 
that therefore there is nothing 
wrong with developing extensive 
man-made trails and paving paths 
through the woods. This argu- 
ment. taken to its logical con- 
clusion. is like saying that New 
York City is “part of nature.” 
Well, beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder, But I doubt that most 
people would find the same peace 
and beauty in paved areas as in 
a true wilderness. 

Can’t' we honor these precious 
woodlands by leaving them alon: 
Appreciating the woods does n 
even. require walking ‘through 
them. During the. time that I 
worked with CSGB, I had a foot 
injury -and never. once set foot 
in the woods. because I couldn’t 
walk on. anything but perfectly 
flat areas, In fart, in my 34 
years jin Greeribelt, I have hard- 
ly ever visited these. woods. But 
[ felt good knowing that that 
little- bit of wilderness was: there, 
and that.-there. were a few: deer 
and other wildlife. left - undis- 
turbed. People are certainly ‘part 
of nature, but .we- need to live 
in harmony with wildness. and 
not always feel compelled to 
“manicure” it and blaze trails 
through: it, — 

Henry David. Toreau said, “A 
man is rich in proportion to the 
number of things which he can 
afford to let alone.” People, Jet’s 
leave the woods alone. They are 
fine just the way they are.

-I am. writing to make some 
corrections in your article on the 
public ‘hearing on the city Trails 
Plan which appeared in your 
March 24 issue. 

My comment on having the 
trail in Parcel Z on the trails 
plan somehow came out exactly 
opposite of what I said. When 
asked by Eric Berlin, I said that 
I felt that since the trail was 
in facet one of the existing trails 
in Greenbelt it was proper for 
it to be depicted on the city 
trails plan. 

The major portion of my com- 
ments. was directed at inform- 
ing the City Council of activities 
in Parcel Z which have been car- 
ried out by GHI over the past 
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year. The GHiI Board of Direc- 
tors authorized money for the 
staff to build and install a wood- 
en footbridge and for purchasing 
trees and shrubs to landscape in 
Pareel Z, With the bridge in 
place, GHI members had two vol- 
unteer work parties to improve 
the trails with log edges and 
wood chips and to plant the trees 
and shrubs, 


I also commented that the coun- 
cil should consider this commit- 
ment by GHI Board, staff and 
members as being in favor of 
not paving the path in Parcel Z, 
a plan opposed by the residents 
in the neighborhood.

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Health Club Fees 


Limited by Law 
Attorney General J. Joseph 
Curran, Jr. has advised consum- 
ers to think twice before join 
ing a health club, weight loss 
center or self-defense school that 
has failed to comply with Mary 
land health club law. His office 
has compiled a list of facilities 
registered with the 
Protection Division. 


In addition to requiring that 
these businesses register with 
the Consumer Protection Divis- 
ion, the health club law prohibits 


' businesses from collecting initi- 


ation fees of more than $200 or 
more than three month’s pay- 
ment in advance unless the busi- 
ness has posted security with the 
office to protect consumer’s pay- 
ments should the facility shut 
down or never open. 


All other businesses are pro- 
hibited from collecting such ad- 
vance payments, according to 
the Attorney General. 


Under ‘Maryland law, the 
maximum bond that any existing 
club has to post is $200,000. As 
a result, even if a club posts 
the maximum bond, there is a 
chance that consumers would 
only receive a partial refund if 
the club closes. 


Non-profit health clubs such 
as YMCA are not included on 
the list of registered clubs since 
they are exempt from the regis- 
tration and bonding requirements 
of the health club law.

The ‘(Greenbelt Commercial Cen- 
ter was an early design of an 
integrated neighborhood shopping 
eenter with ample parking in 
adjacent lots and stores front- 
ing on a landscaped pedestrian 
mall. It was an important ele- 
ment of the model plan estab- 
lished for Greenbelt, When built 
in- 1987 by the Department of 
Agriculture Rura] Resettlement 
Administration, there were only 
two buildings that faced the mall 
and no parking lot behind the 
statue. The Co-op Food Store 
building and the Greenbelt Medi- 
eal Center came much later. 

Three wide sidewalks ran from 
Centerway to the back of the 
mall—one through the middle of 
the Mother and Child statue and 
the others on either side to serve 
the store fronts. The sidewalk 
along Centerway crossed the :nall 
in front and in back, a curving 
sidewalk ran from the statue 
to the rear of the parking lots 
on either side of the center. The 
one sidewalk continued on to 
Center School while the other 
went on to Parkway and then 
to the underpass of Crescent 
Road near Hillside Road. The 
mall was crossed by two other 
walks, one at the entrance to 
the theater and store on the op- 
posite side of the mall and the 
other where the two sidewalks 
leading to the parking lots are. 

This created six grass areas 
bordered by low curbs, Benches 
were placed alongside the grass 
areas facing towards the side- 
walks. The benches consisted of 
wood boards for seats and backs 
supported on either end by large 
rectangular concrete blocks. The 
grass areas were bordered by 
hedges. Tulip magnolia shrubs 
were planted in each grass area. 
In time, the shrubs became quite 
large and produced a beautiful 
display of pink flowers each 
spring. 

Behind the statue was a grass 
hillside with a stairway leading 
to a densely wooded area that 
formed a backdrop to the statue. 


In 1962, as a result of a land 
deal between the city and the 
Co-op, the ‘wooded area was 
cleared out in order to build the 
north parking lot. 


1974 Renovation 


By the 1950’s the mall had be- 
come run down, The sidewalks 
were badly cracked and uneven 
due to settlement and uplifting. 
The grass areas and hedges were 


poorly maintained, and dirt paths 


had been worn across them. In 
1963, some improvements were 
made to the landscaping by 
eliminating the hedges and in- 
troducing flower beds of annuals, 


Although doubting Thomases 
eried out that the flower beds 
would be quickly vandalized, 


Greenbelters were pleased to find 
that ‘they were not. 


In 1973, the city council au- 
thorized the renovation of the 
mall, issuing bonds for the $60,- 
000 project with the debt to be 
repaid by the property owners 
at the center. T. D, Donovan and 
Associates, landscape architects, 
were hired to redesign the mall; 
construction was completed by 
the following summer. Subse- 
quently. the Maryland Circuit 
Court ruled the special assess- 
ments to be a form of double 
taxation to the merchants. and 
the city wound up paying off the 
debt. 


The present appearance of the 
mail is essentially that designed 
by the Donovan firm. Donovan 
objected to the openness behind 
the statue and the view over- 
looking the parking lot. He felt 
that the mall needed a defined 


ending and called for the plant- 


ing of a row of evergreen trees 
behind the statue as a _ sight 
screen. Because the mall has al- 
ways been a popular gathering 
spot for town residents, Donovan 
ereated shaded sections with 
clusters of benches facing to- 
ward each other to facilitate so- 
cial interchange. 


In the center of the mall a 
large open area was created for 
use for community events such 
as exhibits or performances, The 
landscape architect would have 
liked to use a combination of

conerete and brick paving 3ur- 
faces, but due to budget limita- 
tions a colored patterned con- 
crete known as Bomanite ‘vas 
used to create a brick-like ap- 
pearance. 


A dominant feature of the re- 
design was the planting of four 
rows of Bradford Pear trees that 
have subsequently provided 
spectacular arrays of color each 
spring and fall, 


Design Criticisms 


Criticism of the present design 
became vocal at the time the 
Greenbelt Arts Center and the 
city sponsored a weekend cha- 
rette on redesigning Roosevelt 
Center in June, 1985. Four teams 
consisting of volunteer profes- 
sional designers, citizens, city 
officials and business people de- 
veloped design plans for the reno- 
vation of the center. Although 
no team was declared a winner, 
the city subsequently held a ‘ol- 
low-up one-day charette event to 


combine the ideas into one plan. - 


The charette participants par- 
ticularly criticized Donovan’s de- 
cision to close off the mall be- 
hind the statue. They felt z.aat 
access to the mall from the park- 
ing lot and the recreational fa- 
cilities near Braden Field, par- 
ticularly the planned indoor pool, 
should ibe strengthened. The view 
of the woods across the parking 
lot should be restored as well. 
To do this a variety of schemes 
were proposed to extend the mall

down the hill, one being a grand 
terraced stairway. 


Another criticism was that the 
now grown Bradford Pear trees 
obstructed the view of the statue. 
It was felt that the statue was 
a focal] point of the mall design. 
In order to improve the view, 
the participants generally felt 
that it would be necessary to 

remove trees. 


Although not well addressed by 
the charette, the mall design has 
been criticized for its use for 
community events such as band 
concerts and exhibits. The open 
central area is too hot and 
sunny for this use in the daytime, 
and everyone seeks the shade 
of the pear trees or the canopied 
areas in front of the stores. At 
Greenbelt Concert band pro- 
grams, for example, the band 
performs in the shade of the 
trees in front of the statue, while 
concert goers seek other shady 
areas leaving the open area di- 
rectly in front of the band de- 


void of audience. 

How a designer can provide 
the desired shade for the com- 
munity events while opening up 
the view across the mall to the 
statue will be an interesting chal- 


lenge for the designer chosen by 
the city. 


The Bomanite, which has been 
difficult and expensive to repair, 
is, at best, imitation brick. With 
the use of granite paver blocks 
and real brick along Centerway, 
it fails to meet the standard of 
design more recently established. 
The irregular surface is also a 
walking hazard to elderly pe- 
destrians, 


The tree beds, too, have come 
to look bad because of raised 
roots and the fact that no work- 
able ground cover has been found. 
These beds lack the water and 
drainage systems now installed 
along Centerway and in the re- 
built parking lots in order to 
spur healthy growth and reduce 
above-ground root growth. 


The most frequent citizen com- 
plaints about the mall, however, 
relate to the people using it. 
Bicycle riders and skateboard 
users annoy many of the senior 
pedestrians. Rowdy gatherings of 
young people and vandalism are

ARMORED CAR ROBBED AT BELTWAY PLAZA 


The Greenbelt City Police De- 
partment and the F.B.I. are cur- 
rently investigating the armed 
robibery of a Federal Armored 
Express courier on March 28 at 
approximately 11 a.m. in front 
of the Giant Supermarket at the 
Beltway Plaza Mall. In a press 
rélease, the police department’s 
spokesperson, .Officer George 
Mathews said the preliminary 
investigation revealed that the 
courier was delivering an undis- 
closed amount of money to the 
supermarket when he was ap- 
proached by two persons. 

According to the release, one 
of them was displaying what 
appeared to be a 9mm _ semi- 
automatic handgun. ‘As the 
armed suspect demanded the 
money the second suspect took 
the courier’s handgun, After tak- 
ing the money. both suspects fled 
the area on foot, exiting through 
the rear mal] doors to the rear 
of the Giant. The suspects then 


got into a waiting vehicle driven 
by a third suspect and left the 
area in an unknown direction. 


The first suspect is described 
as a ‘black male in his late twen- 
ties. 5’7” to 5’8” tall weighing
